MEXICO’S NOTH PRESENTED. 

The attitude of the government of 
Mexico in the Nicaraguan situation is 
set forth in a document that today 
Was placed in the hands of Secretary 
Kaox by Gov. Creel of Chihuahua. 

Gov. Creel, who recently arrived In 
Washington, had an interview with 
Secretary Knox this afternoon. Gov. 
Creel presented a statement from Pres- 
ident Diag containing his views. 

At the State Department this aft- 
ernoon it was announced no statement 
could be made wtth respect to the Mex- 
icar, note for the present; at least, or 
until department officials bad an op- 
portunity to give it their thorough 

sideration. It is expected, how- 
ever, that the government's reply may 
be. ready for delivery to Gov. Cree! 
within the next day or two.. 

A report from Managua that the

It is believed at the Aéro Club that 
when Paulhan is informed of the offi- 
cial action he nullify his agree- 
ment. In case he takes this action 
it will leave the Los Afigeles meet 
Practically without any flying ma- 
chines of consequence.
